R. GARRETT RECEIVES REPLY TO 


, QUERY ON RADIO INSTRUMENT 


Dick Garrett has received a re- | 
ply to his letter requesting infor- 
mation on the weather instrument 
his pasture northeast of 
town. The letter was from the U. 
5S. Department of Commerce wea- 
ther bureau at Spokane, Wash., 
and the text of the letter follows: 
Dear Sir, 

Thank you for your information 
recovered radiosonde. 
Since the instrument is badly da- 
maged, it would probably be un- 
economical to have it returned for 
repair and reuse. You are welcome 


| to keep it. 


Our records for 1948 and 1949 
show no instrument with the serial 
number you mention, so it may 
have been sent up at Great Falls 
or Glasgow, Montana, The instru- 
ment consists of a radio transmit- 
ier which broadcasts musical notes 
those of tuning forks. A tem- | 
perature resistor and a humidity 
cut into the transmitter 
alternately. The pitch of 
the various notes is measured elec- 
tronically at the receiving station 
on the ground, and a special slide 
rule and graph are used to deter- 
mine the temperature and humid- 
ity from the pitch of the notes. The 
height of the instrument is known 
at all times by means of a sort of 
altimeter which switches especially 
high-pitched notes into the trans- 
mitter.

COLOUR TELEVISION 
NOW PRACTICABLE 


Colour television was publicly 
shown for the first time in Britain 
recently at London’s Radiolympla. 
The new device, made by the Pye 
organization in Cambridge, Eng- 
Yand, depends on three-colour me- 
chanical scanning. It was develop- 
ed after years of experiments and 
employs, both in the camera and 
the receiver, fapidly rotating col- 
oured discs. These superimpose the 
colours which blend in the viewer’s 
eye into a full variegated picture. 
Colours of fibres and fabrics, tex- 
ture of skin, the various parts of 
the human body come through 
true to life. The system works at 
present on a closed-circuit prin- 
ciple—that is, colour vision is 
transmitted from a special camera 
by wires to receiving sets.

Beaver Flourishing In Huge 


Nursery In Northern Manitoba 


WINNIPEG—Vast areas of North- (istered traplines system in 1940. The 


ern Manitoba have been turned into 
a huge beaver nursery. 

Compared with a closed season in 
1942-43 when there was no profit 
from the declining beaver population. 
Manitoba last year netted $425,000. 

A Northland variety of dogcatcher 
and regulated trapping keep the pelt 
yield steady and eliminate ‘nuisance’ 
beavers. 

For years the beaver was a prob- 
lem for railwaymen, daming cul- 
verts and causing floods on the lines. 
Once a rail crew spent three suc- 
cessive days cleaning out a culvert 
only to find it plugged again by 
morning. They finally had to shoot 
the beaver. Six carloads of gravel 
were needed for repairs. 

In 1945 a “nuisance patrol” was 
formed to travel the railway on gaso- 
line hand-cars and trap the pests. 
In. their first year, the two-man team 
caught 152 beavers. This year the 
objective is 250—an impressive figure 
when it is realized three females pro- 
duce about 300 descendants in five 
years. 

Beavers caught by the patrol are 
not killed, but transplanted by air- 
plane, train, truck or dogsled to 
areas where there are a few of the 
animals. 

The Manitoba government, having 
seen the provincial beaver trade fall 
to a point where a “closed season” 
sign was needed, brought in the reg-

In recent years Switzer- 
land has illustrated flowers on its 
child welfare issues, 

Many countries have issued flower 
stamps, Austria not long ago issued 
a set of 10 stamps showing in full 
color as many flowers, including the 
crocus, violet, wild rose, edelweiss 
and cyclamen, Colombia a couple of 
years ago featured six different

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Registered Seed 
Best For Crops 


Harvesting is over, Grain is gath- 
ered in and farmers will soon begin 
to lay their plans for next year’s 
crops. The first consideration must 
be the kind of crops to sow and the 
kind of seed to use. More and more 
farmers are beginning to realize the 
high value to them of the use each 
year of some registered seed, for it 
is the highest quality seed obtainable. 

A few bushels of registered seed, 
sown with care on a few acres, will 
provide larger quantities for sowing 
the following year on a larger acre- 
age, which will all return to the 
farmer the original cost of seed over 
and over again in improved yields 
and in higher grades. Because of 
drought in some areas and frost in 
others, registered seed is none too 
plentiful this year, 

Those farmers, therefore, who are 
considering its use—and they could 
not consider the use of anything bet- 
ter—should place their orders for 
registered and certified seed with 
their elevator agents as quickly as 
possible; also as to give seed growers 
time to know the demand and so to 
make preparations for cleaning their 
seed, for sacking it, and having it 
sealed by government inspectors. 


HEALTH 


Pasteurization 
Said Only Sure 
Milk Safeguard 


Since medical science has proven 
that raw milk can harbor germs 
which can cause numerous crippling 
and killing diseases, it is a wonder, 
states the Health League of Canada, 
that so many people in Canada con- 
tinue to drink unpasteurized milk 
even if they consider the source of 
supply disease free and that the 
handling has been most sanitary. 

“Milk is a wholesome and beneficial 
food if it is pasteurized,” according 
to the Health League, “But in its 
raw state it can be a menace to 
health and life through such milk- 
borne diseases as bovine tuberculosia, 
undulant fever, typhoid and para- 
typhoid fevers, septic sore throat, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever and dysen- 
tery.” 

In reference to disease-free cows 


and sanitary handling, the Health 
League points out that no herd can 
be considered disease-free at all 
times, Sudden infection in one cow 
can spread rapidly even through a 
certified herd. And, even under most 
sanitary conditions of handling, viru- 
lent disease bacteria can accidently 
enter mil—from humans who do not 
realize they are carriers of certain 
disease germs, or from the air itself. 
Milk is a wonderful food, but at the 
same time it is a No. 1 culture me- 
dium for bacteria. 

“Only pasteurization can kill germs 
which get into milk, either from the 
source of supply or from the han- 
dlers,” says the Health League. 
“Therefore, pasteurized milk is the 
only safe milk.” 

The Health League says there fs 
no need of consuming unpasteurized 
milk, even in areas where the com- 
mercially pasteurized product is not 
available—or in farm homes where 
herds are considered disease-free and 
handling is sanitary—because there 
are several simple methods of home 
pasteurization which will make milk 
safe for human consumption. For 
particulars, write to the Health 
League of Canada, 111 Avenue Road, 
Toronto 5, Ont.

It is much better to make it of con- 
crete, using a mixture of 1 part ce- 
ment to 5 parts bank run gravel. To 
reduce the amount of concrete need- 
ed it is advisable to imbed field 
stones in the concrete, making sure, 
however, that all stones are gom- 
pletely surrounded by concrete. In 
a big footing like this, about half of 
the volume may consist of field stone. 
Mortar for the masonry can be made 
of 1 part cement and 1 part hydrat- 
ed lime to 5 parts of clean, screened 
sand, The sloping sides on the foun- 
dation of these posts prevent frozen 
soil from getting a grip on the con- 
crete, thus preventing lifting of the 
block when the soil heaves. The con- 
crete cap for this post should be 
made of a 1-2-3 mixture of cement, 
sand and small pebbles. It is pre- 
cast in a form then placed on the 
post,

Artificial Legs 


EDMONTON, — David Koomayuk 
hitched the legs of his trousers and 
revealed two artificial limbs, With 
a shy smile the 18-year-old Eskimo 
said wistfully: 

“When I was home I liked playing 
tag. Now I know I will never be 
able to run again.” 

Never again will the husky youth 
lead his former nomad life, moving 
from one igloo home to another and 
travelling miles over the frozen Arc- 
|tic wastes behind his dogsled in 
search of caribou and seal. 

But David believed to be the first 
Eskimo ever to be fitted with artifi- 
cial legs, already is preparing him- 
self for a new life in the Arctic to 
which he will return soon, 

Doctors at Charles Camseil Indian 
Hospital in Edmonton, where David's 
legs ,were amputated 614 inches be- 
low each knee to prevent gangrene 
from spreading, said he likely will 
be able to work around some Arctic 
post, possibly as a clerk. 

“With his intelligence quotient of 
120 he has the ability to go far be- 
yond a clerking job,” said David's 
hospital school teacher. 

“Although he has taken

ROVANIEMI, Finland.—Our party 
of British and U.S. reporters had a 
big surprise ‘way up here in the 
northern wasteland of Finland, 

We had heard of the 90 per cent. 
complete wartime destruction job the 
retreating German had done on the 
northern Lapland area and we ex- 
pected we'd need to manage with 
some worse-than-crude hotel arrange- 
ments. 

Our eyes popped when our airport 
bus rolled up to a brand new mod- 
ernistic hotel with some innovations 
unknown even in North America. 

In our private dining room a fire 
was roaring in a fine fireplace of} 
stones, In niches between the stones 
grew vines and scariet geraniums, @ 
favorite flower in Finland! 

The Finnish people love flowers. 
Sometimes a poor housewife will 
come home from the market with 
little food but always a flower. The 
first store opened when the evacuees 
came back after the war was a flow- 
er shop! 

The Finnish spread included such 
delicacies as smoked mountain trout 
and thin slices of reindeer meat, 
which resemble our dried beef. De- 
licious! The cocktail was a pleasant 
blend of aquavite with a Yakki berry 
doing olive duty. Again -— recom- 
mended! 

- * * - 

Houses are few and streets just 
passable, but food is plentiful. The 
best was served at a luncheon given 
in our honor the next day by the 
city council. 

Course after course came — with 
every platter decorated with flowers 
and seasoned with dill. 

Our host, the gaunt Deputy Mayor 
Vaino Kosenen, likes to repeat a re- 
mark made by Gen. George Marshall: 
“Finland has been kicked around like 
a football during the war years.” 

Lapland certainly was. First the 
Laplanders were friendly with the 
German soldiers who were helping 
them fight Russia in the winter war 
of 1940. Then when Russia forced 
them to fight the Germans, they left 
their homes knowing the Genman 
soldiers would destroy everything as 
they retreated.

HOG MARKETS HOLD UP TREND 


The upward trend of hog market- 
ings which was apparent in July 
and accelerated in August was 
even more noticeable in the month 
of September, The September mar- 
ketings as compared with the same 
month a year ago showed an in- 
crease in Eastern Canada of near- 
ly 30 per cent or an average for all 
Canada of about 19 per cent. 

Officials of the Meat Board said 
that by areas, Manitoba showed 
much the highest gain in Septemb- 
er with an increase of 52 per cent 
and the Maritimes nearly 33 per 
cent. Quebec was up 23.7 per cent 
and Ontario up 21.6 per cent. The 
gains in Manitoba and the Mari- 
times, of course, involve a relative- 
ly small volume of hogs. Quebec 
did not show as great a gain for 
the month as in August when mar- 
ketings were over 33 per cent high- 
than August, 1948. 

For the whole third quarter of 
this year Eastern Canada showed 
an increase of 18.8 per cent over 
the third quarter of 1948. This is 
quite a remarkable gain, as in the 
| second quarter of 1949, marketings 
were 10 per cent below that*period 
of 1948. 

For ‘the whole third quarter of 
this year marketings in Western 
Canada were still in a minus posi- 
tion of 14.7 per cent, but this com- 
pares favourably with the second 
quarter which wassnearly 31 per 
cent below that quarter of 1948. 

The accumulated result for 1949 
to the end of September, leaves the 
East I0 per cent below last year 
and the West down 36 per cent or 
an average for Canada of 20 per 
cent below last year_at the same 
date. 


Museum af Elk Island 
Park to be Constructed 
Some Time Next Spring 


Steadily-improved Elk Island Na- 
tional Park will have a new mus- 
eum next summer. 

Federal department of mines and 
resources has begun clearing park 
land, and will begin construction 
of the new museum next spring, 
according to information obtained 


ing these news items and stories | 


recently. 

| Estimated to cost between $50,- 
| 000 and $75,000, the museum is the 
latest of improvements which the 
, federal government has made to 
the park in recent years. 

The Government hopes to name 
the museum in honor of the late 
|Dr. A.E. Archer, of Lamont, who 
died last May. Dr. Archer came to 
Alberta from 
1903, and was very active in pro- 
vincial medical and political cir- 
cles before his death. He was the 
president of Canadian Medical As- 
sociation early in the last war. 

The museum will include a rep- 
lica of the old Hudson’s Bay Co. 
fur-trading Fort Victoria. It was 
located in the Andrew district 
about 60 miles northeast of Ed- 


Within the pallisaded structure 
will be placed various Western ex- 
hibits, 
and pioneer’s equipment. 

Another part of the museum will 
be an early-type settler’s hut, al- 
most non-existent in Western Can- 
ada at present. 

Such huts, many of them built 
by Central European immigrants 
early in the century, were made 
of mud and logs. Only material 
which the pioneer settlers needed 
to buy for them was window glass, 
Even substitute nails were used— 
| short, hard, wooden pegs. — Fort 
Saskatchewan Record.
